The following regulations which the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Bombay have made in exer¬ 
cise of the powers oonferred by sub-sections (f) ro 
fe) of section 123 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 
1963, further to amend the Bombay Port Trust 
General Bye-laws are hereby published, as required 
by sub-section (2) of section 124 of tfi said Act, for 
the formation of all persons fikely to be affected 
thereby and notice is hereby given that approval of 
the Central Government to the said regulations will 
be applied for on or after the expiry of a period of 
fourteen days from the date on which the said regu¬ 
lations arc first published in this Gazette— 

REGULATIONS 

1. (1) These Bye-Laws may be called Bombtw 
Port Trust General (Amendment) Bye-Laws, 1986. 

2. (2) They shall come into force on the date of 
publication of the sanction thereto of the Central 
Government in the Offioial Gazette. 

2, In the Bombay Port Trust General Bye-Laws, 
add the following :— 

32. Shipbreaking activities will be permitted by the 
Docks Manager at' Powder Works Bunder and Lakri 
Bunder (South) inoluding Southern half of the Eas¬ 
tern Bench Head of Lakri Bunder. Intending ship- 
breakers will have to register their names for this 
purpose with the Bombay Port Trust and keep the 
registration valid by periodical renewal. A ship- 
break shall apply for registration in such form as 
may be prescribe from time to time by the Docks 
Manager and comply with such conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Board before the application is 
considered.
